And by the end of 
a busy season it’s hard to think in any 
other terms. Busy seems a mild word to 
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describe this hectic harried existence 
where we work ten hours a day and then 
willingly rehearse another two hours on 
our own production. For here the rewards 
are not measured in terms of money, but 
rather through achievement and personal 
satisfaction. Most important of all, we’re 
learning the ways of the theater from 
backstage to box Office.

Work is only dull when it becomes mo- 
notonous: this is why being an apprentice 
is so much fun. Variety keynotes all our 
labors. We learn firsthand all the myriad 
details which comprise any production. 
Each show really begins, not on the stage, 
but in the scene shop where the flats are 
built, washed, and painted. 


Amidst an imposing assortment of flats 
of all shapes and sizes we can be found 
wielding hammers, screw drivers, and 
paint brushes. Here we glean invaluable 
principles of stage carpentry and scenic 
design. Far and away one of the most 
important bits of wisdom we gain in the 
scene shop is that old, old art of the 
theatre—improvisation—necessary, for ex- 
ample, when a flat marked sixteen feet 
turns out to be fifteen feet nine inches. 


The scene shop tells only part of the 
story. In order to gain some knowledge 
of the immense amount of organization

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and paper work that goes into a produc- 
tion, a week is spent assisting in the busi- 
ness office. A week spent aiding the prop 
mistress and one as assistant to the light- 
ing technician complete our knowledge of 
the theatre’s technical aspect. 


All of this serves as a prelude to the 
most fascinating part of the day—the eve- 
ning, when we actually work backstage 
during a performance. We discover our- 
selves assisting with every conceivable 
type of job. Lights, sound, props, curtain, 
and stage crew are only a few things 
which can claim an apprentice’s time. We 
may be striking some props during a scene 
change one moment and hauling up the 
curtain the next. 


Yet all our work is not performed in- 
visibly in the wings. For those of us with 
acting aspirations there are a few precious 
moments when an apprentice can don 
makeup and flash across the stage for a 
brief instant. In fact, this year, every ap- 
prentice has appeared in at least one pro- 
duction, gaining for himself a touch of 
the aura surrounding the stage. 


As we are a part of the beginning of 
each production it is also fitting that we 
should be part of its end. Saturday night 
is known to one and all as ‘strike night.’ 
Then we dismantle the old set and put 
up the new. All night long the air is 
filled with the sound of pounding ham-

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mers. By Sunday morning the stage is 
set for a brand new show. An otherwise 
gruelling night is enlivened with singing, 
jokes, and a perpetual struggle to keep 
your hammer and screw driver from be- 
ing stolen by another apprentice. 


But the most exhilarating part of the 
season for us comes during the last week 
when we present our own production on 
the Cape Playhouse stage. This is our one 
chance to put into practice all the know- 
ledge so carefully learned in the last two 
months. This year the apprentices have 
decided to carry out the theme of variety 
by presenting three of Noel Coward’s fam- 
ous one-act plays taken from “Tonight 
At 8:30.” 


The first, “Fumed Oak” is a subtle farce 
about dull, mild Henry Gow, whose 
patience is finally exhausted by the nag- 
ging of his shrewish wife and mother-in- 
law plus the snivelling of his brattish 
daughter. In the simultaneously power- 
ful and amusing last scene Henry glee- 
fully exposes to his family the surprise 
he has been planning for ten years. 


The mood changes abruptly with the 
presentation of “The Astonished Heart,” a 
tense drama. Christian Faber, an intense, 
morally correct psychiatrist, becomes ob- 
sessed with lovely Leonora Vail, formerly 
a friend of his wife’s. In spite of the 
efforts of his understanding wife, Barbara, 
Christian is driven to make a tortured 
decision. 

“Ways and Means” ends the afternoon 
with a bright, sparkling comedy. It re- 
veals the humorous dilemma of Toby and 
Stella Cartwright, supposedly wealthy 
guests at an ornate mansion in Monte 
Carlo. They plot to steal some money 
from an obnoxious fellow guest and the 
plot thickens with the entrance of a most 
unusual burglar. 

And so almost before we know it the 
season is over. Strike night rolls around 
for the last time with perhaps a few more 
jokes than usual. The scenery stacked, 
we take our leave, our suitcases crammed 
with many happy memories.

ville comedian, but was well on his way 
to the permanent place in the annals of 
American humor and humorists that he 
now holds. He was invited to Hollywood 
with a starring contract and soon began 
to repeat his Broadway success in the 
film world. His first movie was a silent 
picture “Crooks Can’t Win,” but with the 
advent of talkies the true Brown humor 
could reach the American public, and 
more and more movies came from Holly- 
wood to confirm Mr. Brown’s position as 
one of the country’s top comics. But Joe 
E. Brown who had begun his career in 
vaudeville with its close contact to a re- 
sponsive audience could never lose the 
thrill of playing to a live audience and 
he mingled his screen career with per- 
sonal appearances.
